lives, but He administers them. \Ye 
are entrusted with liberty and left 
free to 'choose for ourselves. 
Our 


personality is respected in working 
out His business. 
This the speaker 


illustrated by the life of David Liv- 
ingstone, who had his mind made up 
to go to China, but had an inborn tal- 
ent for exploring which he did not 
know of, and was sent to Africa. 


"God's business includes not only 


the affairs of your life, but of the city 
where 
you 
dwell," he continued. 


"His business includes the tremen- 
dous, scathing life of this great na- 
tion. 
America, 
too, must hear the 
great prompting and impelling of the 
Master 
and go out 
and finish the 


work that he has set to do. 
His 


management of us is greater than the 
nation or the world, and includes the 
world beyond the grave., \Ve are just 
trustees of this life, that is all. 
"If God has given you the talent, 


however small," Dr. Peabody went 
on. "and if yon are faithful with it, 
your service is a permanent contribu- 
tion to the great accomplishment of 
hisjnirpo&e, and will be remembered 
on the judgment day."

\Vliile 1110 eruption in Cicrnumy looks 


like- a genuine revolution, it is loo soon 
to estimate its exact character or its ef- 
fects. It may be accepted without ques- 
tion as a movement of the reactionary 
element to gain control of the govern- 
ment, hut whether it represents a 
pur- 


pose to restore the monarchial system 
can he determined only by further de- 
velopments. While names of leaders com- 
mitted to the old regime are mentioned 
in connection with the stroke at the Eherl 
administration, the attitude of those who 
would naturally he looked to for strength 
and influence in behalf of a monarchy is 
not disclosed. Von Hindenburg and Lu- 
demloril' are said to have heen planning 
to run for the presidency. 


• Whatever the facts, the situation is om- 
inous, not only to Germany but to the al- 
'lies. An attempt to restore the Hohcn- 
xollern dynasty is unlikely. It probably 
is the most remote of any contingency. 
Prematurity alone would insure its fail- 
ure. The allies would never permit such 
a step, no mailer if the people desired it, 
and there is no evidence that they do. 
But Ihere could be a reactionary change 
severely inimical to the treaty, and we 
may expect that France and Great Brit- 
ain will lake prompt measures to see that 
no such menace arises. 


Civil war is not unlikely, and an in- 


ternal conflict might lead to the gravest 
of 
consequences. 
Undoubtedly 
there 


would be an effort to bring about a coali- 
tion with the bolsheviki of Russia. It is 
to be" taken for granted the allies are 
prepared for military occupation of Ger- 
many on short notice, a course of action 
which may be compelled at any moment. 


FOREJGX SCHEMES THAT 
FAILED. 


; If Leninc and Trotzkv were better ac- 
2" 
* 
quaintcd with the history of the United 
Stales they might be less sure of their 
ability lo bring about a revolution of the 
American proletariat. They might, but 
there'is no certainly that they would be, . 
for the foi eigner never seems lo be able 
to see American conditions in their true 
light. If they cared lo, however, they 
could acquaint themselves with the sig- 
nificant fact that this is not the firsl lime 
foreign governments have failed dismal- 
ly in their efforts lo use for their own 
purposes discontented elements in this 
country. 


Fifty-odd years ago, for example, Louis 


Napoleon, the aspiring and adventurous 
emperor of the French, dreamed of a 
"pied-a-lcrre" for France on Ihe Florida 
coasl and even of recovering a foothold 
in Louisiana. He thought he saw his op- 
j)orlunily because the North and the 
South were at war over the slate-seces- 
sion question, reasoning thai Ihc South 
would of course give him whal he wanl- 
cd in return for substantial aid. 
Bui 


when the confederate government was 
guardedly approached and informed of 
the scheme Secretary of Slate Benjamin 
caused it lo be very clearly understood 
lhal "\vc do not intend lo allow ourselves 
lo be made a convenient instrument for 
the accomplishment of Ihe designs of 
others." The confederates fought dcler- 
minedJy for separate nationality — or 
".sclf-delerminalion." as it would now be 
phrased— hill, for Ihe sake of aid, lo fall 
in wilh a scheme lo plant European pow- 
er on American soil was quite another 
proposition, and one which they indig- 
nanlly spurned. 


Kvcn as laic as 180.S Ihc Spaniards 


thought Ihey could make Tise of supposed 
discontent in Ihe South. It was .seriously 
proposed lo f omen I revolt Ihcrc and Ihcn 
invade Iho United SlaU\s through Florida 
or another of Ihe Gulf Males. The scheme 
did nol ma lure for I wo reasons, one of 
Ihem being lhal Ihc war ended loo 
quickly. Bui even before Spain was de- 
f t«a led herslalesuien recognized lhal Ihey 
had niiscalculn!*'.'! for Ihey saw She South 
go liearliJy inlo Ihe war, old Confederate 
commanders such as Wheeler eagerly ac- 
cepling commissions. In 1017-18 Iho Ger- 
mans know enough not lo Iry Iho same 


game, choosing rather lo follow wilh 
modifications an old Mexican scheme, 
the plan of San Diego two generations 
ago lo establish a black nation in the 
South and get back Ihc territory acquired 
by the Uniled Slates after Ihe war with 
Mexico. Germany promised Mexico for 
her aid the return of her "lost provinces" 
and set to work to stir up insurrection 
among American negroes. This also failed 
for a variety of reasons. Negro .servants 
we're known to inform their employers 
that when the Germans won "the colored 
people would be on top" in this country, 
bul probably few negroes thought the ef- 
fort would be worth Ihe candle and no 
doubt practically all of them distrusted 
the Germans. Besides, many drafted ne- 
groes and doubtless some volunteers 
o 
were in the armies of the Uniled Stales, 
and this had its inevitable influence. 


The Bolsheviki saw unmistakable dis- 


content and unrest in the American pro- 
letariat, white and black, and by means 
of it they hoped lo overthrow Ibis coun- 
try's institutions. What they did not sec 
was an inbred distrust of foreigners and 
foreign leadership. There is something 
of the old Confederate scorn of self- 
seeking foreign interference even in our 
disturbed element of today. Because they 
overlooked this 
Lcnine and Trotxky 


failed, as other foreign schemers have 
failo'd before them. 


THE PRESIDLXT AND FRANCE. 
President Wilson's reference in' his re- 


cent letler lo Senator Hitchcock to the 
French government as being dominated 
by the militarists was unfortunate and 
unnecessary. Because France is propos- 
ing a military plan based upon a large 
standing army and other defense meas- 
ures is no proof that she contemplates a 
policy of foreign aggression. She is en- 
tilled to the reasonable presumption that 
it is purely a protective step. Her posi- 
tion is peculiar and cruel experience has 
la ugh I the republic that safety lies only 
in adequate national defense. The pros- 
tration of Germany today is no guarantee 
of the future. Neither is the revolution 
and apparent overthrow of autocracy. 
Racial, economic and political antag- 
onisms are deep-seated and have not 
been wiped out b\T the results of the war. 
French distrust and fear of Germany are ' 
real and natural. There is for her only 
the past from which to judge whal may 
lie ahead. 


Idealistic hopes which center them- 


selves in a league of nations, however 
practical and effective a league might be 
for the preservation of peace, are difficult 
conceptions for French statesmen to 
grasp. And a league without American 
participation would to Iheir minds be 
woefully inadequate, for France can nev- 
er forget what American entrance into 
the world war saved her from. British 
assistance was not enough, even when 
suppoi ted by Italy and for a time by Rus- 
sia. 
France cannot take anything for 


granted. It must be sure of self-preserva- 
tion evermore, at least so far as its own 
resources avail. 


While France was militaristic in the 


sense lhat it used ils power lo enlarge ils 
colonial possessions, it bore no likeness 
to the militarism of Germany. The es- 
sence of its program was self-protection. 
Colonial expansion was a policy imposed 
largely by general competition in this 
field among the powers. No nation today, 
and much less Ihe world, has anything to 
fear from French aggression. Her sphere 
lies in an almosphcro. of peace rather 
than force, and she would gladly recog- 
nize this lac I if she could. Bul Ihcrc is 
history to warn her. and a lalenl enemy 
whoso potentialities and purposes are un- 
known lo her. 


President Wilson understands Ihe pre- 


dicament of France. He knows Ihere. is 
no militarism in control either of her gov- 
ernment or her people of Ihe character 
which made the world war ils inescapa- 
ble price. France lias heavy bunions lo 
carry. She has lieforo her a period of 
slow and 
painful recuperation which 


would slagger will loss determined. 11 is 
nol for America lo casl reflections upon 
her motives, nor lo inierprel her acls wilh 
innuendo. Perhaps President Wilson did 
nol moan lo. Perhaps he meanl simply 
10 express a necessnry situation. Un- 
doubtedly he employed Iho reference lo 
advance Iho league of nations cause. Even 
so. il was a harsh selection. 11 could not 
have a good effect upon Iho French, and 
11 has made a hud impression in America. 
The president ought lo have refrained 
from such comment, or having engaged 
in il ho should havo amplified il with 
explanation.

oft legislation which has passed tho 
lower house and will come from the 
senate committee of agriculture Tues- 
day. 


Refuse of the lumber industry and 


by-products, now destroyed, jvill l<o 
utilized in the manufacture "of pulp 
for print paper and towels, napkin:; 
and other articles under the Nelson 
plan. 


.Vr. Nelson's plan is for the main- 


taiiKuirc of the Forestry Products la- 
borafory in connection with the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin as a nucleus for 
experimenting and educating lumber- 
men in the use of by-products from 
lumber. From saw-dust, trimmings, 
scraps and branches, pulp for paper 
can be made. The "by-products'" of 
the cotton crop now is found to be 
worth more than the cotton crop it- 
self. 


From this experiment station in 


Wisconsin the department expects to 
carry on a propaganda to educate and 
instruct farmers in marketing their 
timber and in reforestation. 


Congress went into the pulp situa- 


tion thoroughly. Testimony was tak- 
en from men engaged in the industry 
and from consumers of paper. They 
.agreed 1 hat'if something is not done 
to stop tho waste, forests will be de- 
nuded in 20 years and 95 per cent^f 
the big paper mills of the country 
will be closed. 


Mr. Kelson said today that, with 


the present relief which the experi- 
ments brought about by his measure 
and with the transplanting and plant- 
ing on denuded lands, the pulp wood 
would last almost indefinitely. He put 
the case clearly in his speech on the 
bill, lie said, in part:

while lack of funds has
